CHICAGO PRESS AND TRIBINE. 

At the date mentioned in the preceding 
sentence, there were published in this city 
four daly papers, Whick, although At the 
time of starting, were controlléd by varied 
politie-1 tentiments, though the

uppish and influential ones, started original- 
ly with little or po capital, had improved 
their condition but slightly ap to this bour, 
save in the fact of having accumulated ex- 
tensive establishments, which hell been 
for in part, and in part pot.
